LONDON, Feb. 10—(Canadian Press Cable) —‘‘I am sure we will succeed in placing a bill 
which will la; the foundation for a great continuous scheme of state-aided emigration from this 
island. I agree that the bill should be as elastic as possible to permit us to meet the views of the 
dominion governments, and the help they will be able to give may be bestowed in the most 
effective manner.’’ ‘ 

This was the final sentence of a reply of the Right Hon. Winston Spencer Churchill, sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, to a deputation organized by the Royal Colonial Institute, who 
urged inter-empire migration. & 

Mr. Churchill also stressed the necessity of continuity and persistency in empire settlement 
Adasting over generations, One year would show practically nothing, but in fifty years, by con- 
tinuous effort, a great and lasting change ih grouping the world populations could be effected. 
Emigration, he added, ought to proceed from year to year without great fluctuations.

As regards the Irish situation in general, he said, the government 
thought the provisional government was honestly endeavoring to, 
‘“‘start fresh and fair’? to maintain order and carry ont the process 
of the government within the limits of the Anglo-Irish treaty. But if 
the British government's confidence were fatally destroyed, a new 
situation would be created. Meanwhile, he asked the house to sec 
that the provisional government had a fair chance.

Walter E, Foster, the Provincial 
Prewibh and his Government is what 
method of raising revenue should be 
adopted. It is expected that the for- 
mulation of the naw scheme, whatever 
it ie to be, will be completed before 
the Provincial Legislature nréets, 
which will probably be the last week 
in February or tho firet week in 

March, and that the law-makers will 
be asked to pass a measure embodying 
the proposals, 

Premier Foster has already virtu- 
ally elmininated several of the eug- 
gested taxes either !n vogue now or 
under consideration in other Prov- 
inces. He doesn’t believe in placing & 
tax upon gasolene because, he says, 
that would hit the fishermen who op- 
erate gasolene power boats, and far- 
mers who have gasolene powered trac- 
tors and other farm magohinery, gaa 
engines being use4 quite generally 
upon farms in thie province, where 
there haa yet been no general intro-

Although the New Brendwick Tem- 
perance Alliance have been kigking up 
a big fuss, over the idea of the Prov- 
ince engaging in the sale of liquor as 
a means of raising revenue, Premier 
Foster has admitted in a pudlic in- 
terview that such a echeme has been 
under consideration by his Govern- 
ment. In fact it hag been common 
knowledge in ‘political circles for 
some time, that @ powerful section of 
the provinctal cabinet favora such a 
scheme. The representatives of the 
French speaking people—who, as was 
pointed out both during and since the 
recent Federal election, have increas- 
ed im numbers until they are now 40% 
of the whole population of the prev- 
ince, are favorabie to the introduction 
of a acheme such as in vogue in either 
Quebec or British Columbia; and they 
are not alone either, as other cabinet 
ministers, and the governments po- 
litical advisers are said to de of the 
opinion, that the opposition that 
woul@ come from the temperance 
forces would not be nearly so Ifkely 
to overcome the administration as 
vould the store that would arise from 
the introduction in this province of 
one of the above mentioned schemes 
of direct taxation, which form the only 
alternative, 

The situation is therefore interesting 
to political observers and tepecially 
interesting to the people of the prov- 
ince who will be vitally effected by 
whatever step ig finally taken by the 
government and the legislature. 


Swedish Liquor Act Cuts 
Consumption 50 per Cent. 


STOCKHOLNM.—The comsumption of in 
toxfeating liquors ih Sweden has been 
reduced nearly 5 per cent since the ,be-| 
ginning of 1914 when Sweden's Uquor | 
rationing system went {nto ,effect. ‘Shis) 
is shown by the latest official reports | 
which state that the reduction took ,piace 
without absolutely excluding anyone frum 
the nse of alcoholic stimulants except tose 
who abused the law by drinking to excess. 

Under the Swedish rationing system tn- 
dividuals are given cards upon which 
they can obtain a@ given amount of dis- 
tilled ,liquor or wines, The maximum | 
fmount ailowed to any individual is about 
seven aud one-half pints per month and 
this is allowed to married men. Married 
women receive ho allowance except from | 
their busbands' cards, while unmarried | 
women receive as lov as one and one- 
half pints per month, ‘On epecial occas- 
ions such as weddings or festivities :

The rationing cards are revoked in the 
esse of individuals convicted of drunken- 
ness. The official report etetes that the 
uumber of inébrintes whose licenses hare 
beeu taken away have decreased enor- 
mously. In 1913 the number of inebriates 
who lost thelr licenses to buy Intoxicants 
wos W-42 persous per thousand: while in 
1921 only 16-55 persons per thousand were 
found guilty of drunkenness,

For more than a.quarter of a century’ 
the Daves Save kept their eyes steadily 
fixed on the requirements of the British 
market. Almost the whole of their in- 
dustry is run co-operatively. This is pos- 
sibve owing to the fact that all Denmark 
is only about as big as the Southwestern 
pecinsula of Ontario. and the population 
is comparatively very dense. 

The methods of breeding to attain the 
required types yielding “Wiltshire sides” 
form an interesting study. When the first 
Yorkssire boars were imported the breed- 
ing stations at which they were placed, 
loeated dt convenient points all oyer the 
country, were given official recognition. 
At present, there are 130 such breeding 
centres in Denmark. These, it appears, are 
private undertakings so far as ownership 
is concerned but they are under the scru- 
tiny and supervision of » committee of 
three, including an appointee of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and a represen- 
tative each from the associated packing 
plants aud of the breeding centres collec- 


tively. Strict records must be kept cover-! 


ing the number of registered pigs born, 
the number of sales, price obtained and 
names of purchasers. Close tab is kept of 
the breeding stock, 

In addition to these numerous breeding 
centres there are three Danish experiment- 
al hog stations. To one of these it is com- 
pulsory for every breder of breeding stock 
to send hogs male and female from 
litters farrowed by the breeder's sows. 
They are sent, at the age of six weeks, to 
sorve ns a te#t-group of the breeding qua! 
{thes of tue'r sires and dams. There are 
geuerally about four hundred pigs under 
continuous test. All the groups are ¢i 
precisely the same attention and feed and 
living conditions for all are as alike as 
they can be made. Records down to a very 
fine detail are kept of the progress me 
of each group. At the end of te test per 
fod -a card is made out showlng the gain 
made, based on the feed-per-hundred 
pounds gain. The pigs are rhew killed and 
@ second score card is made out slowing 
the'r standing for bacon qualities. The 
combined live and dressed records give 
the rating f the dams and sires and their 

rogeny. 

The rating that the test groups get at 
the experimental stations is then carried 
back to their sires and dams at the respec 
tive breeding centres. The stock from the 
boars and sows found to throw progeny 
with high marks ts eagerly sought after.

‘This is the out- 
come of the conference called by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
jat Ottawa and the wide publicity given 
to the keen competition which must 
be met on the British market, set 
chiefly by Danish exporters. Signs of 
this awakened interest can be traced 
in almost every report of farmers’ 
gatherings from end to end of the 
Dominion. A healthy sign ie the in- 
telligent way in Which the producers 
are seeking the facts of the new con- 
ditions in our markets, If this spirit 
continues those nearest the 
state that there need be no question- 
ing the ultimate success of the effort 
to restore our bacon export trade to 
its proper position.

That !s 
the way bees do {t Bees are cold- 
looded animals “" vertheless. they 


must keep reason warm in winter, 
lest they freeze The hive is usnally 
out of doors: it contains no heating 
plant. so the bees are obliged to fur- 
nish their own heat. 

It ‘s an old story thet the worker 
be> literally works herself to death. In 
the summer time. when there 's a 
plentiful suonly of nectar to be cath- 
ered from flowers, she toile so hard 
that an insurance company wonld not 

uavantee her life for more than six 
weeks. In winter, under favorable 
conditions she may live s'x months. 
ga very cold winter bees 
rk so hard to keep warm 
ithat by t time summer arrives they 
are un e to perform pronerlv the 
trduous tasks incident to building up
